On Monday, November 13, 2017, Shirley Bloomfield, Chief Executive Officer of NTCA–The Rural 

Broadband Association (“NTCA”), spoke with Commissioner Jessica Rosenworcel regarding matters 

in the above-referenced proceeding.  

 

Consistent with prior advocacy, NTCA highlighted the need to remedy shortfalls in high-cost 

universal service fund (“USF”) support that are undermining the intended effectiveness of the USF 

programs as reformed last year.
